On another oceasion they destroyed the 
whole of a German pxtrol at: night in 
No Man’s Land. I; was very completely 
done, two of the patrol being killed and 
the rest taken prisoners, among whom 
was. a non-commissioned offcer wearing 
the Iron Cross, For thig ach the officer 
commanding. receiving the congratulations 
of the Commander of the British Army, 
to which they nave attached. And with 
tach incident, almost with every day, the 
men gain confidence in themselves, They 
Are naturally fighters, very eager to: learn 
these new-fangled fighting ways, and are 
unusually bard-working. British officers 
in contact with the Portuguese sny that 
parties of Portuguese set to digging or. 
simitar work will labour o4 hard as and” 
conscientiously when lef, to themselves as 
if under the eommand of officers, and this 
is as true of the infantry in the line as - 
of the detachments engaged in such 
ete. 
That the Portuguese should have had a 
good deal ta learn when they came is not 
surprising, for we and the French have 
been. learning for threa years, and the 
Germans no less. Moreovor, it would 
have betn neither reasonoble nor practic- 
able to transplant with the troops the 
whole army organization, and it was; 
necessary, for the sake of uniformity and 
smooth working behind the lines, that 
most of the auxillary services should .be 
British. General Fernando Tamagnini 
has had difficulties im the process ‘of 
adaptation and the establishment of 
solidarity, bub he bas shown exceptional 
qualities, and his designation to the chief 
command of the Portuguese Expedition- 
ary Forco was extremely happy. All our 
oflicers, also, have conceived the greatcat 
regard for the soldierly character and 
abilities of General Gomez da Costa. 

_ FATE OF THREE ADVENTURES, 
During the bitter winter the men, com- 
ing from a, sunny country, had a trying 
tine, and there was in the carly days 
much sickness both among the troops and 
the horses. Care and better wea- 
ther have, however, rectified that, and 
storics are told which symbolize hoth the 
Portuguesa.love of the sun and their 
bravery.
